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No 'current7 plans 
to relocate SAMSO 


The U.S Air Force does not have a current program to move the 
Space and Missile Systems Organization < SAMSO > to Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. Deputy Secretary of Defense David Packard revealed 
today in a letter to Congressman Charles M. Teague. 


However, Packard stated, he has been informed that the Air Force 
Systems Command (AFSCi is presently "conducting an in-house 
relocation of SAMSO." 


As you know, in these days ol fiscal limitations and budget 
reductions, the future of any military installation or organization 
cannot be predicted with absoiute certainty. Packard wrote. 


He continued: "As this study is still in progress at this time no 
decisions have been made and I have no indication ol the possible 
outcome. Many studies ol this nature are continually being made in all 
our major commands in order to achieve maximum efficiency and for 
long-range planning of our forces structure. Further, we are 
anticipating additional budget reductions in the future which will 
undoubtedly impact on a number of Air Force units and installations." 


The SAMSO command is currently stationed at Los Angeles Air 
Force Station and reports directly to the Air Force Systems 
Command, Andrews Air Force Base. Md Space and Missiie Test 
Center at Vandenberg Air Force Base reports directly to SAMSO.

More than 100 
policemen searched a half mile area 
of the South Side today after snipers 
were reported in n dozen places. Ten 
persons were arrested 
One policeman was shot in the 
back near the Southmoor Hotel, 
which has been taken over by a gang 
ot "youths.- 
A second policeman 
was less seriously wounded. 
A police helicopter circled the 
area, lighting rooftops in an effort to 
find snipers as police made a door- 
to-door search ol several buildings. 
A canine unit searched the hotel 
from which some shots apparently 
were fired. 
Commuters using the Jackson 
Park elevated line and the Illinois 
Central Railroad remained in the 
stations at 63rd Street until police 
escorted them to safety. Police said 
24 persons had crouched on the 
elevated platform, apparently too 
frightened by the gunfire to go to the 
street. About 50 persons waited m 
the IC station for more than an hour 
before police would evacuate them 
Four youths arrested before the 
shooting told police they had been 


instructed by gang leaders to break 
street lights to darken the area. 
The Southmoor Hotel was closed 
Aug 7 when the owners went into 
receivership after leaders ol the 
Black P Stone Nation took it over. 
Police said the first firing came as 
detective James Alfano and his 
partner. Richard Crowley, were 
riding in an unmarked car in an 
alley behind the hotel. They came 
upon an old sofa blocking the v»ay.

Tuesday by the President as too 
costly —an $18 billion measure 
carrying above-budget 
funds for 
urban renewal, water and sewage

—Nixon s stand was upheld by the 
House. The 203 to 195 roll call on that 
one fell far short of the twothirds

Bobby Riggs' New Service 
Tennis-Therapy for Retarded

NEW YO RK—(N EA )—“ These kids out here.” Bobby 
Riggs explained, “ used to be considered vegetables. Now, 
we re trying to promote the feeling that they can be helped, 
rather than giving up on them.” 
Riggs is the former national singles champion and 
recently won the Wimbledon Senior Doubles with Jaroslav 
Drobnv. He is part-owner of the Boulevard Gardens Ten­ 
nis Courts in Queens. When the Association for the Help 
of Retarded Children in New York asked if he would con­ 
tribute some of his time and space to retarded kids, he 
agreed. 
Eight youngsters, all decked out in white shirts, shorts 
and sneakers, showed up with their mothers. One of the 
boys, named Michael, said he was prepared for his lesson 
because he had been practicing. 
“ Yes,” he said. “ 1 went to the park and it had two 
monkey bars and two big swings.” Michael, age 8, brushed 
back his cowlick and looked all about. He was asked what 
he would like to be when he grew up. 
“ A big boy,” he replied, scanning the clouds. 
Every year in America between 100,000 and 200.000 
babies are born with some form of mental retardation. 
Some, like the eight children who came to play tennis with 
Riggs, are able to avoid institutions. But a lack of under­ 
standing and knowledge of the dark depths of their prob­ 
lems has often kept children like them shut up at home. 
“ These kids often get no exercise,” said Henry Villegas, 
a supervisor at the association, “ and they couldn’t even go 
with their parents to a neighbor’s house. They’d tear down 
the walls. Take a look at that boy there. He’s seven years 
old. But he functions on the level of a one-year-old. He 
walks around aimlessly. 
“ A benefit of learning a sport like tennis would be to 
provide a structured way to develop their muscles, their 
physical bodies. And also to get them to concentrate on 
something, even if it’s just for five minutes. They must 
learn to accept direction.” 
“ You don’t have to think too much in tennis,” added 
Riggs, “ but you do have to master certain techniques, like 
footwork, body position, grasp of racquet. They learn that, 
they’re on the way to improvement, to leading happier 
lives.”

has been made worse by a recent riot. It w ill 


take Captain Ahab determination to lessen

Racial Hatred Worsens 
Where 'Normal' Is Bad

(Second of Two Articles.) 


N EW BED FO RD . Mass.—(N E A )—W il­ 
liam Saltzman is a city councilman in this 
muggy, paint-peeling seaport. Before the 
town had its July race riot, he was known 
as a hard conservative who had little sym­ 
pathy for Negro frustration. 
But Saltzman has changed. 
Now he has absolutely no sympathy for 
Negro frustration. 
Here’s just a fragment of his riot-altered 
political philosophy: “ I ain’t gonna let my­ 
self be put against the wall by a bunch of 
worthless bums. These people who rioted 
are nothing but jailbirds, every one. My 
conception of government is that there 
always has to be slums. If a guy don’t 
work then he’s got to live in a worse house 
than me. I ’m sick of these bums pulling 
the guns on good citizens. We got to stop 
it. We got to have law and order. I don't 
care if blood runs in the street, we got to 
stop this rioting.” 
Unusual? No. Not here in New Bedford 
where Bill Saltzman is the town’s top vote- 
getter and where five nights of scorching 
street war bloated the councilman’s fol­ 
lowing to even angrier proportions. 


This is the chief result of the riot here. 
No change except for the worse. 
More racial polarization than ever. 
And polarization is a kind word for it. 
The guys along Acushnet Avenue who 
have 
formed 
an 
organization 
called 
SPO NGE (Society for the Prevention of 
Negroes Getting Everything) don’t know 
what polarization means. They just know, 
as welder Ed Rose puts it: ' When 1 read 
about the riots in other cities I didn’t pay 
much attention. But now that it’s here I ’ve 
decided I ain’t gonna let the niggers push 
me.” 
And there is more than talk. Police 
Chief Joe Pelletier has had continuing re­ 
ports that blacks and whites are arming 
themselves. 
Harassment 
of blacks by 
whites and whites by blacks is on the 
increase. 
‘ The town is tense as hell,” says black 
leader William Carno. ‘ Nobody is sitting 
on the fence any more.” 
Predictably, the sides are being led by 
base elements. On the white hand it is the 
boys at the bars, the “ hard hat” con­ 
struction workers and the general types 
who wear American flag lapel pins be­ 
cause "somebody has to.” On the black 
hand it’s the underaged, out-of-work or 


out-of-jail 
goof-offs who now high-step 
through town in sweatbands. 
Councilman Saltzman speaks for the 
white element. He spouts accusations of 
communism and starts every denunciation 
with 
these people.” These people, he 
says, "have threatened my life, promised 
to burn down my store. But I ain’t scared; 
it’s time to take a stand. I say get the 
police in there and run them outta town.” 
On the other side of it, nobody really 
speaks for the black antagonists. A fellow 
named Peter Antone, who can only be 
described as bigoted, insists he won’f talk 
to honky reporters, but then proceeds to 
bend one’s ear with: 
‘‘We gonna get 
justice down here. We gonna get even with 
300 years of oppression. We gonna get our 
guns and our knives and we gonna start 
marchin’ in this town.” 
It is fortunate for the survival of New 
Bedford that neither Saltzman nor Antone 
seems likely to triumph here. They will 
lose their bluster through time and reason. 
Even now, with riot coals still warm, New 
Bedford is forcing itself to return to con­ 
ditions of normality. 
But normality here is not satisfactory. 
The unemployment rate is 8.3, third high­ 
est in the nation. The school dropout rate 
is 25 per cent. There is an extraordinary 
narcotics problem. And, of course, the 
8 or 9 per cent of the population which is 
black or brown is somewhat worse off than 
everybody else. 
This town, like all the o t h e r s which 
have had race trouble this summer is in 
trouble. The population has fallen from 
130,000 to 104,000 in 20 years. Federal 
financing has been shamefully wasted. 
Urban renewal tears down people’s homes 
and then fails to find them new quarters. 
Blacks have no elected leaders. And poor 
whites are forgotten altogether. 
It is for the town to act, of course. As a 
young 
real 
estate 
executive, 
Walter 
Hughes, says: " If the people don’t change 
it here, it just won’t change.” 
New Bedford is a famous old whaling 
port. Herman Melville launched the fic­ 
titious hunt for Moby Dick from this 
harbor. 1 here is a monument here now 
which preserves Capt. Ahab’s thunderous 
demand of his crew: "What do ye do when 
ye see a whale, men?” The answer was, 
‘ A dead whale or a stove boat,” all or 
nothing at all. New Bedford’s residents 
must attain the same spirit again. 
And that says it for town residents 
everywhere.

The nation faces another railway strike threat on Sept. 
6. just before Labor Day. ironically. This is the 
expiration date of the 60-day cooling off period invoked 
bv President Nixon under the em ergency provisions of 
the Railway Labor Act. 
Background music to the dispute is a fam iliar tune, the 
"third m a n ” them e - the question of w hether a firem an 
is needed in a diesel cab in addition to an engineer and 
brakeman. 
A nation wide rail shutdown m ay be averted if the 
United Transportation Union accepts a solution just 
recom m ended by a presidential em ergency 
board. 
Firem en 
would 
gradually 
be elim inated 
through 
attrition by retirem ent or death and no new firemen 
would be hired. None of the 17.500 f irem en now on the job 
would be dismissed and those holding seniority would 
have an opportunity to bid for a new job classification of 
firem an-brakem an. 
, 
In the m eantim e. Sen. John G. Tower. R-Tex. has 
introduced a joint resolution in Congress to establish a 
Commission on Labor Law Reform. Charging that the 
Railway Labor Act has proved ineffective throughout its 
45-year history, he cites the tact that its em ergency 
provisions have been 
invoked 
188 tim es since its

enactm ent in 1925. Twice Congress has had to legislate 
to end rail disputes. 
The transportation industries represent just one area 
of concern in labor-m anagem ent relations,” says Tower, 
adding that "our outmoded labor laws are a prim e 
contributor to this dangerous state of affairs.”

also 
author 
of 
another 
m ajor

controversial labor law reform m easure which would 
strip 
the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 
of 
its 
jurisdiction 
in unfair labor practices cases, which 
constitute the bulk of the board's business, and restore 
that jurisdiction to the federal courts. 
The NLRB has long been under attack for alleged pro­ 
union 
bias, 
often to the subjugation of individual 
w orkers' rights. 
The 
fate 
of 
Tow er's 
legislation 
m ay 
well 
be 
determ ined by the outcom e of current negotiations in the 
rail dispute. 
A settlem ent would tend to shunt the drive for labor 
law reform onto a siding. But a strike, followed by a 
possible one in the autom obile industry, could build up 
enough pressure to prod Congress into finally taking an 
overdue look into the tangle of labor laws it has written 
over the decades.

California is the

appropriate setting. On the Pacific 
slope a way of life has com e into

attraction. P a rt of it is a clim ate, 
the sunshine, the golden west, all the 
cliches that express a beneficent 
w arm th with m ountains and ski 
slopes thrown in and a m agnificent 
ocean at the front door. 
But 
it 
is m ore 
than clim ate. 
Almost from A m erica's origins this 
luxuriant, sem i - tropical paradise 
has been a m agnet for the ea rth - 
bound, the toilers under dreary, 
gray skies. The them e runs through 
m uch of A m erican literature. 
E very Iowa fa rm e r d ream ed of 
fleeing from the sub-zero cold and 
the blizzards to retire in the golden 
west. The once - m am m o th Long 
Beach picnic of Ex-Iow ans is still an 
annual institution. John Steinbeck's 
Okies in “ The G rapes of W rath” 
sought to escape the dire pinch of 
poverty 
in 
the 
dust 
bowl 
in 
C alifornia's lush f ields. 
While the census figures for 1971 
are not yet in final form, there is no 
question that California is leading. 
The total for the state approaches 
20.000.000, which is an increase of 
nearly 5,000,000 over the 1960 count. 
Thus nearly one-tenth of the entire 
population 
of 
the 
country 
is 
concentrated on the slope between 
the S ierras and the sea. 
Even m ore siginificant is the fact 
that the m igration from across the 
country continues. F ro m 1965 to '68 
the net gain from m igration was 
400.000. These w ere A m ericans from 
alm ost every state in the union lured 
by a legend with som ething of the 
power of the gold rush days. The 
influx of new com ers is believed to 
be at roughly the sam e ra te today — 
that 
is,

F ro m 
hippies 
attra cted by the theoretically free 
life of the com m une to the taxi 
driver from C hicago’s south side 
tired of bucking w inter they com e in 
search of a new life. 
In the 25 years since the end of the 
w ar enorm ous fortunes have been 
m ade 
here. 
In 
land 
speculation 
alone — the rise in land values — it 
probably exceeds anything in the 
rest ol the nation. The savings and 
loan associations have been another 
m ushroom ing source of wealth. Oil 
is 
another 
m ajo r 
source, 
with 
com panies located here that offer 
som e rivalry to the corporate giants 
of the eastern seaboard 
The pleasure dom es of this new 
w ealth extend from south to north, 
pre-em pting m uch of the coast with 
barricad es 
policed 
by 
security 
guards. F ro m the Nixon property at 
San C lem ente with its splendid view 
of the ocean through the gilded 
purlieus of Beverly Hills and Bel Air 
to the M onterey Peninsula, w here a 
favorable building site can bring as 
m uch as $100,000, the line is alm ost 


unbroken. It is the fantastic frosting 
on a cake that has below the surface 
m any undigestible lumps. 
The m en of the new' fortunes are 
the Nixon friends. Their wealth, or a 
part of it, has gone into the creation 
of Ronald Reagan as a political 
fi gur e. 
And 
th ey 
will 
gi ve 
unstintingly to help insure a second 
term for Governor Reagan with a 
m ajority so im pressively large, they 
hope, to put him in the presidential 
picture. 
Alongside this wealth there has 
been great poverty. 
After m any 
m onths of struggle and a nationwide 
boycott of California table grapes, 
C esar Chavez won a union contract 
for the grape pickers. It will be a 
long time, however, before they 
move 
out 
of 
poverty. 
And 
the 
m igrant w orkers brought in from 
Mexico are at the bottom of the 
heap. 


This poverty has been m ore or 
less taken for granted. 
What is 
currently happening is far m ore 
disturbing. With the sharp downturn 
in the aero-space and the a irc ra ft 
i n d u s t r i e s 
C a l i f o r n i a ’ s 
unem ploym ent is perhaps 6 per 
cent, a point above the national 
average. It has hit m any of the 
technicians 
and 
engineers 
who 
m igrated here to get in on the 
bonanza. The papers a re full of 
stories of men once making as m uch 
as $17.500 and now on welfare. 


The w orm in the golden apple is 
deeply disquieting, while the rest of 
the nation m ay see the heralded 
Nixon upturn in the second half of 
1970, it is doubtful that this will 
happen in California.
